Wilson hna not endeavored to easrce the
lawmakers Into bowing to his will,

Few membera of the Benate or House
hava heen taken Into the Prasldent's con-
fidence, He ham dominated the leglaintive
branch of tha Government, however, and
even the small band of Instirgents led by
Bpenker Clark, who attempted to defent
the resolition for the repeal of the frea
tolla provislon of the Panama Canal act,
wara wo completely erunhed that they aro
today the Prealdent’s most loynl sup-
portara, “How, then,” vateran stntesmen
are anking, ‘‘has the ‘schoolmaster’ mue-
cerding In getting avarything he anked for
nnd at tha same time held his party to.
gother?!

The Evaning T.eporn correspondent to-
day asked a friend of President Wilson
to explaln tha sscret of the Prosldent's
eontrol of Congreas.

"FOLKS BACK HOMBE"
““Thers's no mystery about It he re-

pliad, "the Prealdent has had the support
of tha next-door nelghbors of the Demo-
eratle Henatora and Nepresentatives, Tt
has heen the fear of the folks back hama
that haa kept the Ilogislators In lne,
They renllzed that If they oppored the
TPrenlilent they would hava to explain to
tha nelghbors at home."

It has long been a ruls with the Pres!-
dent to entertnin n wholesoma respect
for tha opinion of his nelghbors. On one
ocennion, ha was walldlng An the outakirts
of Princeton with & newapaper corre-
apondent. Ta waas telllng of the days
back In the latter 70s, when he was a
student at Princeton,

“I have often sall,’” thes President—ha
wan Governor of New Jersey then—ax-
pinined, "that while I walked, so far an
I8 known, n pretty stralght road while T
wnn in eollege, T did not feel that It wns
due ta any neaturil and Innnte virtoe of
my own, I know amiln and agaln
when 1. was tempted to do things
that T know thot I ought not to do I
wan restrained, not so much by tha pre-
cepts of mornls as by what 1 knew tha
folks @t home would think of ma It T did
thoae things.'”

Agnin, on the President's 5th hirthday,
just after his Virginin neighbors haid pre-
sented him o with beautifully wronught min-
Iatures of his father and mother, Mr.
Wilson dlscussed this sams questlon of
“the Influence of A man's next-door nelgh-
bor." ©On that occasion the Presldent
told a story—not a funny story, but a
very (oueching one—to  {llustrate “how
much a man's morals la in ather people's
koeping.* =

WEBSTER BOWED TO NEIGHBORS

"When Mr. Webster was nt the acmea
of his ecareer,” safd the President, “he
went back after p fatlgulng session of
tha Senite to his home In Boston, Ha
réeachied there in the early afternoan and
want Immediately to his reom and te
hin hed; and he bade his servant not to
venture In any circumatances to interrupt
hia rest.  He bBad hardly sunk off intn
that first dellclous loss of consclousness
which precedeos sound sleep when thers
war n knock at his door. His orders
weore immedintely disobeyed and her Wor-
yant roused him, and Mr. Webster angrily
miked him why he dared do thuat.

"Well," he salil, ‘Mr. Wehater. 1
wouldn't ventures to do It, but there ara
rome gentlomen downstalrs from your
old home In New Hampshire who
wouldn't gwo away, sir, and they sald it
wan n cane of lifa and death that they
had to see you about.’

“Webster, with many complainings and
gruntings, got on his eclathes and went
down te Mnd a group of pladn men from
his old home in New Hampshire, who
told him that thera was a hoy, thelr
nelghibor, m son of a friend of his, who
was charged with murder nnd eaught In
R not of clreumstuntial evidenca which
reemed absolutely toe he conclusive,

“r'But,” thoy sald, “Mr. Wehater, wa
have known that boy ever since hs was
born; ha did not ecommit that murder,
and we don't know any man that can
unravel this ekeln of avidence but your-

aeif. You must come.' They pleadad
with him and finally he said ha would
not come. Then they arose and the

spokesman sald, half to Mr. Weabater and
half to the others, ‘Well, 1 suppose wa
must go home; but 1 don't know what
the nelghbors will say."

Clifford Thorme Condemns
Carriers for Taking Ad-
vantage of the ''Situation
Produced by European
War.”

WASBHINGTON, Oct. B.—Scoring the
rallronds |n Eaatern classification terri-
tory for taking advantage of esisling
conditfons to foroe the Intarstats Coms
fmeres Commiaeion to grant a fat In-
orense 'n frelght rates of 6 per cenl., o
meat the *“situation produced by the
Europesn war, Cliford Thorne, chalr-
man of the Towa State Rallroad Commiss
plon, toduy charged that the rallroads
were unjustifted In their demands

He deciared at the reopening of the
rate advance argument befors the coms-
misslon that the plea for more revenus
to pay dividends to holster up American
rallway securities wns not a proper ar-
gument to submit to show that rallroad
property needed Pederal help.

“The quentlion in thin hearing,”
clared Mr. Tharne, "lg whether or not
the commission will go outside of Ii=
Jurisdiction teo grant an  Increase in
rates to the rallroads’™

Mr. Thorne said that the commisnion’s
authority eonly extended to m point of
declaring what was a reasonable rale.

**Hhould it be ascertnined that tho pres-
ent rates are not reasonable In view of
the situatlion created by the Buropean
war, then,” sald Mr. Thorne, "the com-

mission has proper authority to con-
slder the rallroads’ applleation for the
incrense.

He ndded that an inereass In rates was
not justified on the pretext advanced by
the carriers,

"REHASHING OLD ARGUMBNTS."

“Mont of the lines in ofMolal classifica-
tion territory,” sald Mr. Thorne, “are
distinctly prosperous.

WAR MOVES FIND GERMANS
ON DEFENSE IN RUSSIA

Failure of Carefully Planned Invasion of Poland From
Three Directions Revives Russian Hope of Successful
Advance to Berlin.

By NEW YORK TRIBUNE CRITIC
Tt I8 officially admitted In Berlin that
tha German Invasion of Poland has col-
Inpeed, Instend of thundering at the
gEnten of Warsaw—ng they weres a coupls
of weoks ngo—Genernl von Hindsnburg's
forces are now rapldiy retiring toward
the Cierman base In West Poland, en the
River Warthe, The German left haa
vielded mors ground than the centra or
right. In the region west and southwaeat
ot Warsaw ths Russians clalm to have
oeeupied Lods, which had besn In Ger-
man possession since early In Atngust.
The extreme German left is now about
7% miles wesat of Warsaw, and the line
of the retiring army runs from that
point southeast to the nsighborhood of
Radom untll it almost touches the upper
Vistula. Put the Russians ars on the

affensive all along this front, and the
pfficlal Berlin statement says that strong
reinforcements to the enemy have ne-
cennitated a rotreat.

The forward movement in Poland waa
part of a general plun to check the Rus-
stan westerly advance, which had made
such unexpecisd progress up to the mid-
ile of Heptember. By that time the Rus-
sinns hiad cleared Fastern and Central
(hillels, had crossed the San River, In-
veuted Przemynsl nnd pushed weost toward
O A fnr as Rzeszow, In order to
counteract at pdvance and allow the
benten Austre-Hungarian armies tinie to
reorgnnige, o tierman force crossed the
Ttussien border from East Prussia about
four weeks ago and altthcked somes of Lhe
fortreases on the line of the River Nie-
mern.
